young av.ator was for a long tim I 
lost sight of. When he came down ho 
discovered he had forgotten to attach 
a baragraph to his machine, and, of 
i course, th** height attained could not 
be ascertained. 
When Wilbur Wright learned of the 
lack of a baragraph and the conse­ 
quent futility of th** flight, he told 
Johnston.* he must go right out aga.iv 
and break th** American record. 
O utcllm bs Latham . 
The w ind wan lessening a bit as he 
started up in long spirals and con­ 
tinued to go up. 
As he climbed th** 
big Antoinette that Latham flies for 
Prance started aloft also 
But John 
stone had a start on the climbers be 
low him and in a very little while he 
had ail th** sky to himself. 
The spatter of rain that hit up 
turned faces as the crowd looked up 
and toward the Johnstone speck got 
to Johnstone before it drove the crowd 
to cover. 
At first it was Just a fine 
drizzle up where he sailed, hardly 
thick enough to conceal him entirely 
from the watchers below. 
But as he 
got up toward his record mark th 
rain changed to wet snow on his 
goggles. 
Blinded by Snowstorm. 
Then the snow began to freeze in a 
crust upon the goggle glasses and he 
had to watch for a steady moment to 
pull them off 
By this time th** wind 
and cold and sleety snow almost a 
mile and a half in the air had left 
him blinded and numb and the storm 
wasn't helping his engines. 
The engines still were working, but 
Johnstone's muscles were approaching 
the quitting hour 
lf the musc les give 
out the aeroplane falls, and it is no 
help to fall into a snowbank if th** 
snowbank Is in the neighborhood of 
a mile and a half in the air.

As he started finally toward th * 
earth he slid Into weather that blotted 
him entirely from view.
